script. 


I was partly raised on a farm and the 


great regret of my life is that I didn't 
become a farmer. While it is true that 
a farmer cannot make money rapidly 
yet he can always live a qniet, peace- 
ful, contented and happy life, and by 
his industry and frugality he can al- 
ways make more than will keep and 
raise his family in com'ortable circum- 
stances, and he need pay no attention 
to panics or bank failures. Money is 
not and should not be the main object 
of life. "When a man dies he can take 
nothing with him except a conscious- 
ness of his deeds on earth. In his res- 
urrection life memory will be fearfully 
acute—and if his deeds have been pood 
his memories of them will be minister- 
ing angels; but if they have been evil 
his memories of them will be torment- 
ing Furies forever and forever. 


Of course the bright and intelligent 


farmer boys of today know all about 
the improved methods of farming and 
agricultural implements now in gen- 
eral use, bnt they may not know any- 
thing about the trying ordeals through 
which their forefathers were compelled 
to pass before their beautiful, fertile 


planting and sowing. Now this was 
the situation of things when your 
forefathers first settled in Bedford 
county. Perhaps, after coming- over 
the ocean 
and 
sojourning in some 


eastern county they came here to find 
a permanent home, with a wagon and 
a team of horses, with some tools and 
provisions and possibly with a tent, 
some blankets and cooking- utensils. 
At first the settler would clear a 
little patch of ground by felling the 
timber and using- it in building a log 
cabin and a shelter for his stock and 
after burning the bush he would 
plough the ground and plant a little 
garden. Next he would girdle a few 
acres of large trees which was done 
by cutting the bark clear around the 
tree near the ground to prevent the 
sap from rising. The underbrush was 
then cut and burned and the ground 
was ploughed as well as it could be be- 
tween the trees and the rocks. Corn 
and potatoes were then planted and 
grain sown and perhaps a few fruit 
trees were planted. This process was 
repeated year after year on a few acres 
of land until the entire farm was 
opened up. The trees thus girdled died 
within a few years and soon began to 
rot at the roots when the storms lev 
eled them to the ground. These fallen 


and productive farms were brought to 
their present fertile condition. In fact 
they made the desert blossom as the 
rose. Therefore I desire to tell the 
farmer boys all about the trials, priva- 
tions, hardships, exposures and dan- 
gers to which their fathers were sub- 
ject. 


To do this I must go back to 1753 


In that year there were no white peo- 
ple within the present limits of Bed- 
ford county except two or three Indian 
traders. 
Garret Pendergrass had a 


trading post where Bedford now 
stands, then called Eaystown. After 
the defeat of General Braddock's army 
in that year, near Fort Duquesne by 
the French and Indians they over- 
run the whole country west of the Sus- 
quehanua river, driving before them 
all white settlers and burning their 
houses and other buildings. Thus mat- 
ters remained until 1758 when the ad- 
vance column of General Forbes' army 
under the command of Colonel Boquet 
reached Raystown, where they erected 
a fort, subsequently called Fort Bed- 
ford. A great many Scotch-Irish set- 
tlers from Cumberland county followed 
the army and a large portion of them 
settled in and around Bedford in Cole- 
rain and Cumberland Valley townships 
near Schellsburg and on Dunnings 
Creek. These men organized the county 
in 1771. In 1762 the industrious and 


trees were then cut or sawed in lengths 
of 1" or 14 feet and dragged together 
and rolled on large piles and burned. 


After the settlement increased it was 


customary to have log- rollings, when 
some of the neighbors would gather 
and help at this work, and a good din- 
ner was given them. The same as- 
sistance was oftentimes given in the 
same way in the erection of houses and 
barns. There was no market for tim- 
ber of any kind, and many thousand 
acres of fine cherry, walnut, curled 
maple and other valuable timber trees 
were burned. 


Now it must be apparent to my 


young readers that all this work re- 
quired years of hard and continuous 
labor. 
Your beautiful farms with 


their green and fruitful fields, their 
large and comfortable houses and sub- 
stantial barns and their large and 
choice fruit bearing orchards which 
you now own, or may own, were won 
by the sweat of your forefathers' brows 
and their hard and horny hands. There- 
fore you should think long and well 
before you part with your beautiful 


in all branches of farming. It would, 
therefore, be the part of wisdom for 
our farmers to raise other and diverse 
crops. 


NOTE : 3/ormonism. 
A gentleman 


asked me a few days ago What injury 
the Mormons had done to Bedford 
county that I should denounce them 
in my late article on polygamy. 
This 


inquiry requires an answer 
I have 


carefully refrained from mentioning 
any names of persons in my series of 
articles, where there has been any 
wrong doing, for the sake of their 
relatives. Hence I did not state what I 
knew about the great injury Mormon- 
ism had inflicted on Bedford county. 
Some sixty-five years ago the Mormon 
hierarchy sent several emissaries into 
this county, and by misrepresentation 
and duplicity they deluded some seven 
families in 3Ionroe township, and one 
large family in Bedford in inducing 
them to join the iiormon church and 
settle in Utah. It is said one of the wo- 
men became a wife.'of Bingham Young. 
At last the citizens of Monroe township 
arose in their wrath and tarred and 
feathered two of the emissaries and 
drove them out of the county. Within 
f-e last year the emissaries induced a 
family from Southampton township to

y'O to Utah, and they arc now working 
hard in Fulton county and the district 
in adjoining Maryland line. A number 
of the recent converts to Jlormonism 
from Bedford county have returned in 
disgust. And a number of others are 
anxious to return and their relatives 
here tent them money to defray their 
expenses back to their old homes. 


A few Mormons still hold occasional 


meeting-s in llonroe and Southampton 
townships, but those who returned 
have generally renounced their outra- 
geous doctrines. 


With this brief recital of the great 


injury the Mormons have done to ou: 
citizens I feel justified in my criticisms 
of this false and baneful religion.

thrifty German settlers began to come 
into the county {then Cumberland) 
and with great perspicacity and good 
judgment settled 
on the limestone 


lands in Dutch Corner, Morrison's and 
Friend's Coves. When these first set- 
tlers came here the entire country was 
a dense, primeval and unbroken forest. 
There were no roads except two or three 
Indian paths and the Provincial road 
built from Shippensburg through Be d- 
ford to the top of the Allegheny moun- 
tain in 1755, where it was intended to 
connect with the Cumberland or Wash- 
ington road, near Turkeyfort; and the 
state road built from Shippensburg to 
Pittsburg in 1791 nearly over the same 
ground to Bedford. The land was 
owned by the heirs of William Penn 
and was vacant and unsurveyed. It 
was open to purchase or settlement at 
26 cents per acre in tracts not exceed 
ing 400 acres. Any person could settle 
or locate a warrant on any land not al. 
ready taken up. He could either pur 
chase it or make an improvement by 
putting up a cabin, and pay the pur- 
chase money at such a time as he was 
able. When a person desired to locate 
on a tract of land it is very probable 
that he came on foot or on horseback 
and examined the particular section of 
country in which he wished to settle. 
When he found a piece of land that 
satisfied him, then he either made some 
improvement, so as to fix his claim 
thereto, or obtained a land warrant 
for it by paying the purchase money. 
When he had secured his claim by 
either of these methods he made ar- 
rangements to clear a small piece of 
land on which to erect his cabin. This 
involved great labor. In order to form 
a fair conception of this labor it will be 
necessary to describe the condition of 
the land as he found it. The forests 
were dense and damp. The trees and 
the rocks were covered with mosses 
and lichens. The trees stood so thick' 
large and tall that the sun could 
hardly be seen in the day time or the 
moon and stars at night, nor even the 
high mountains when the forest was 
in foliage. The large streams were 
alive with fish of all kinds. 
The rivu- 


lets danced and made merry over the 
little water falls; the gold speckled 
trout darted hither and thither over 
the silvery rocks and riffles; the birds 
voiced sweet 
notes; 
the squirrels 


chirped; the myriads of insects hum- 
med. The quick ear could hear the 
soft foot fall of the deer, the howl of 
the wolf, the growl of the bear and 
the infantine cry of the catamount and 
panther—iu fact the forest was reso- 
nant with the infinite and divers voices 
of nature. But above all, oftentimes 
the shrill war whoop of the savage 
could be heard. In fact many houses 
were turned into forts and the occu- 
pants were many times called upon to 
defend themselves with arms. The 
merciless savages killed and scalned 
many settlers and burned down their 
houses and barns. 


It will be seen that the settlers met 


nature in its wildest, most untamed, 
most variegated and most beautiful 
panoramic settings but overshadowed 
with dangers of savage beasts and 
more savage Indians. The first work 
of a settler was to open a road to his 
land by cutting down large trees and 
underbnsh. Then to level the howling 
wilderness and change its wild beauty 
into a more beautiful and lovely land 
scape. Destruction first, then con- 
struction. All things were wanting— 
roads, houses, barns tools, hardware, 
horses, cattle and other domestic ani- 
mals, fowls household goods, farm 
implements, provisions and seed for 


tnem 


surely you will live to regret your acts. 


The occupation of a farmer is honor- 


able and all other occupations are de- 
pendent upon it for sustenance. Ko 
one need be ashamed to be a farmer. 
A farmer can at least be honest and 
be free from graft which has made 
wealth rotten and festering with cor- 
ruption and all manner of iniquity. 


IIIE OLD METHODS. 


After having given you some faint 


description of the toils, privations and 
labors of your forefathers I will proceed 
to describe the old methods of farming. 


All grain was sown by hand and in 


consequence it was very irregularly 
distributed and when harrowed in a 
great portion of tlic seed vms not cov- 
ered and for this reason more seed was 
required for an acre of ground than 
under the present system of drilling in 
the grain. All grain was cut by hand, 
if fallen or lodged, with a sickle, and if 
standing, with a cradle which was 
simply a scythe with several v ooden 
fingers of equal length with the blade. 


All grass was mown with a scythe. 


All grain and hay were raked with a

were spread by hand. 
Occasionally 


when a farmer had no barn grain, and 
especia'ly buckwheat, was threshed 
on the ground. But nearly always the 
grain was hauled into the barn in 
sheaves. 


TIir.KSIIIXG. 


There were two primitive methods of 


threshing grain. In both cases the 
barn floor was covered with open 
sheaves. In the first method flails were 
used. These were made by two strong, 
rounded hickory sticks about four feet 
in length fastened tog-ether at one end 
with a leather thong—one piece was 
for a handle and the other for beating 
the straw. Tlu straw was turned over 
several times aud the thresher contin- 
ued pounding it until the grain was 
entirely threshed out 
The other and 


more rapid way was to walk several 
horses abreast over the straw again 
and again, occasionally overturning 
the straw until the grain was entirely 
trodden out. Several times I rode one 
of the horses and led the others and I 
have this to say that it was the dust- 
iest job I ever had. After the grain 
had been threshed out it was win- 
nowed in the old-fashioned wind mills. 
These wind mills were very odd look- 
ing machines. It was very difficult to 
tell the front end from the hind end. 
This important agricultural question 
was well discussed by a debating so- 
ciety in the upper end of the county 
and it was decided that the hind end 
was the front end 


In early times farmers were more 


industrious and frugal than the pres- 
ent generation. They sold nearly all 
their products, bought very few clothes 
and lived on very plain food. Hence 
they accumulated much more money 
than farmers generally now do. Many 
farmers with their annual savings 
were able and in the habit of buying 
an additional farm every few years. 
In many instances farmers, on their 
death, devised a farm or its equivalent 
in money to each of their children. 
But today the surplus money of far- 
mers is invested in clothing and a 
horse and buggy for each son. But 
of course the whole manner of living 
in all directions is now more luxurious 
and costly than in primitive times. 
In conclusion I desire to say that it is 
not the large farms that pay, but the 
small farms of fifty acres well fertilized 
and cultivated that are remunerative. 
A community of small farms has many 
advantages which aw unknown where 
large farms are kept. Small farms are 
better cultivated and cared for and the 
whole neighborhood 
bears a more 


thrifty appearance. 
Neighbors are 


closer, and generally more intelligent, 
while roads are better and school 
houses, chuiches, and other conveni- 
ences are more numerous, and their 
advantages can "be more easily and 
conveniently enjoyed. 


Very large farms in Bedford county 


with the scarcity and high price of la- 
bor cannot be properly cutivated and, 
therefore, cannot compete ia raising 
grain with the deep rich soil of farms of 
the west with their steam machinery

I do not want to recall the 
dissfppointmdnts, etc., of the past, but 
only to ask you to consider them, and, 
so prepare your course of s'iudy for 
the coming school year aid so select 
your teachers that our children will bo 
cjrtnin of hiving an opportunity to 
acquire a knowledge of the fuads- 
m-ntal principles of a common school 
educstion. 


Lit the training in the common 


branchas be so thorough and camp'ete 
fast tbe boys and girls cf our town 
shall be able at least to read end 
write correctly and in'elligently if 
they are not able to write historical 
essays or "peer into the dim viata of 
futurity."

To Pay Out School Honey When Due — 


8300,000 Already Paid. 


The school districts of Pennsylvania 


are for the first time in years getting 
their &hsre o.' the 35,500,000 school ap- 
propriation as soon SB they file their 
annual reports. 


State Treasurer Berry gave a pledge 


in his campaign that the districts 
wculd be paid as noon as the appro- 
priation fell due, aod he is keeping his 
word. Tha appropriation for this year 
became available on Monday of last 
week, and Mr, Berry, by the end of the 
week, bad paid nfl 50 districts. 


Wa-rsnis aggregating 8200,000 were 


sent to these districts. Berry is anx- 
ious to p?y up promptly, and he hopes 
to fioish <h» j ib before the school term 
begins next September. 


U der form»r state treasurers many 


of the district were made to wait five 
aid s'x months for the allotment, and 
in some esses were compelled to bor- 
row money to tide them over until they 
got thair c^sh from the state. The 
prsctiee has baen for llij state treas- 
u'er to put cff the diotr!c!s as long as 
possible, EO that it would not be neces- 
Esry to withdraw or reduce the staie 
deposits in favored banks and trust 
c mpanies.
